Is a Wheat Merchant and 


Expects to Make Money 


Buying and Selling. 


Chicago. April 14.—The 
appeal of 


Pittsburg bukers to Secretary of State 
Knox to take steps to end manipula- 
tion of wheat and other markets ex- 
cited comment today by Jaihes A. Pat- 
ten, of Chicago, popularly alleged to 
control the present market for the high 
priced cereal. 


"In the first place," said Mr. Patten, 


"1 don't control the market. 
My line 


at no time has run over 
10,000,000 


bushels. I have preached the gospel of 
higher wheat because I saw what was 
coming. I saw it first, I believe, but 
when It comes to 'controlling the mar- 
ket' there are two or three hundred 
other men ,who have bought who have 
something to say about that." 


Wheat King Disgusted. 


Mr. Patten at this point in the inter- 


View paused to open a telegram which 
had been handed to him. He read It, 
smiled grimly and then remarked: 


"Now, 
what do you think of that? 


Here it is reported on the board that 
I'am 'disgusted' with the whole wheat 
business because of criticisms, and am 
going to get out." 


The'"wheat king" tossed the offend- 


ing note on his modest, desk, tugged 
savagely at his thick, closely clipped 
gray mustache and resumed: 


'Tin a grain trader and I don't in- 


tend to quit. I bought when the mar- 
ket looked cheap as did others who ac- 
cepted rny view, and I'm going to sell 
It at a profit if I can. I have already 
sold a great deal and I"have more to 
sell, and when anybody offers me a 
proper price I will sell more. I sold 
some'this morning, -cash stuff at $1.42. 
There is no corner, no manipulation. 
Others who bought early sell as de- 
mand develops." 


Saw It Coming. 


Mr. Patten then diagnosed the situ- 


ation as he understands it. 


"For three -or four years this has 


been coming and I saw it.-At the end of 
each year crop bins were empty where 


"With increasing population here and 


abroad it was obvious that sooner or 
later the crop of one year would be 
exhausted before a new crop was 
hand. Last fall, if not earlier, I sa;\ 
It coming. I- bought wheat and mj 
friends- did likewise. The great un- 
thinking: public here and' in Europe 
would not, or could not see what was 
coming.

We neec 
wheat for the mills right here in Chi 
cago now." 


"Maybe some of the shorts will de 


liver it to you on your May contracts," 
was suggested. 


"I wish they would, for there is not 


any to speak of here. We could use 
half a million for the' local milling 
trade today.' 


Might Have Been Higher. 


"Here's another point. It we hadn't 


bought wheat—I mean myself and oth- 
ers—the price would be higher here 
than it is. Europe would have taken 
it, for the foreigners finally recognized 
the weakness of their position, 
and 


where would the domestic supply have 
come from? "We would have been com- 
pelled to buy from the very Europeans 
we sold to. I regard it as fortunate 
that it was Americans who first diag- 
nosed crop conditions and took ad- 
vantage of it. 


"This was not philanthropy. 
My 


business is buying and selling grain. 
I trade to make profits, but this talk 
of manipulation is nil rot." 


There was no ticker at Mr. Patten's 


desk and his desire to learn what the 
market was doing terminated 'the in- 
terview.

THE NEW YEAR REALLY BEGINS TODAY.

Victim of Horrible 
Acci- 


dent Dies of Her 


Injuries. 


Miss Anna Angst, about 24 years old 


and a daughter of Mrs. Theresa Angst, 
of 416 Madison street, was horribly 
burned a few minutes after S o'clock 
this morning by an explosion of gaso- 
line at her home and 
died in great 


agony at St. Joseph's hospital at 10:45. 
She wan conscious to the last, although 
the clothing had been burned from her 
body and the flames had eaten Into her 
flesh from the top of her head to the 
soles of her feet. 


A few minutes before tho accident 


occurred she went to Ludwig's grocery 
with an open pall and nsked Clarence 
Ludwig for a gallon of gasoline. It is 
believed that she made -A. most awful 
mistako as she evidently went back 
home and poured It into a coal oil 
heater and it exploded, setting fire to 
her clothing. 


Ran Into the Yard. 


Screaming and fighting to keep tho 


flames from' her face Miss Angst ran 
into tho back yard. 
Henry 
Greven, 


who lives next door, was attracted and 
ran to a shed In tho rear where lie 
found a large blanket with which he 
smothered the fire. Neighbors 
re- 


moved the young woman to the house 
and a call was sent for the police am- 
bulance in which she was conveyed to 
the hospital. 
On the way she told 


that she had poured the oil into the 
burner, but did not say 'how it had be- 
come ignited. 


In the front room of the home there 


was a hard coal burner with a fire in 
it and In the kitchen there were live 
coals In the cook stove and the mem- 
bers of the family are at a loss to un- 
derstand why she should have wanted 
to light the burner. Tho mother was 
at St. Mary's Catholic church attend- 
ing service and did not arrive until the 
daughter had been removed. She was 
prostrated by the 
accident.

mation of a new cabinet. The night, 
however, was one of alarms. 
The 


troops celebrated 
the overthrow of 


young Turks by firing continuous rifle 
volleys. This alarmed th eentlre city. 
The people were Ignorant of the cause 
of the firing and thought a fight was 
going on. 


Tho sultan has granted practically 


all tho demands of the riotious troops, 
namely the adoption of the Sherio laws 
as the basis for new laws; the dis- 
missal of the grand vizier, the minis- 
ters of war and marine and Ahmed 
Itiza. president of the chamber, 
the 


latter to be replaced by Ismail Kemal, 
provisional leader of the liberal union: 
the removal from Constantinople of 
Hussein .Tahid, chief editor of Tanin, 
and of Rarirnl and Javid, deputies from 
Saloniki; the appointment of Zohrab. 
an influential member of the liberal 
union, 
to be vice 
president of the 


chamber of deputies, and finally the re- 
moval of the officers of the Salonik 
battalion of chaussers. 


Some of the Fatalities. 


The fatalities resulting from the riot 


of yesterday include Neizeim Pasha, 
minister of justice in the late cabinet, 
who was mistaken 
for Riza Pnsha, 


minister of marine, and killed: Riza 
Pasha, minister of marine, who was 
wounded, and Sadik Pasha, who was 
killed. There also wero several casul- 
ties among the troops. 


The events of yesterday surprised 


nobody In Constantinople. An up- 
heaval was e-pected as a result of the 
recent developments and the increas- 
ing dictatorial methods of the commit- 
tee of union and progress. The incen- 
tive to the movement appears to h.v.'a 
emanated from the recently formed 
Mohammedan league. 
The efforts of 


this organization were aided by a grn- 
ernl order from the commander of the 
first army corps insisting that the 
troops must fire, when so ordered hy 
their officers, 
even 
upon theological 


teachers and students when these indi- 
viduals participated in demonstrations. 
The Issuance of this order inflamed 
the popular opinion and the soldiers, 
under the direction of the non-com- 
missioned officers, revolted.

Rochester has had lately the board of 
fire underwriters yesterday increased 
rates on all buildings except dwellings 
25 cents per ?100. 


Blaze Starts in a Factory. 


The Palmer building, a four story 


brick structure devoted to manufactur- 
ing Interests, at 
Main and 
Gibbs 


streets, was the starting point of the 
conflagration, which spread over a wide 
area, and then jumped nearly a mile 
and started a second series of fires. 
More than half the loss is sustained in 
small amounts by house owners and 
:enants. 


Buildings destroyed, in addition to 


about fifty residences, were the Palmer 
juilding, Temple B'rith Kodesh, the

:wo large apartment houses, and the 
Tirst German Lutheran Zion church.

The high wind, which at

destroying it. Fires broke out so fre- 
quently in this part o£ the city during 
:he afternoon that companies could not 
be dispatched to all of them, but volun- 
teer brigades helped in keeping down 
the losses. 


Yesterday's fires were the culmina- 


tion of an 
uninterrupted series of 


blazes, many 
of which have been 


charged to incendiarism. 
Added to 


this natural fear is the fact that al- 
though both of yosterdaj-'s fires have 
been under control since 3 o'clock In 
the afternoon, 
the flames are still 


smoldering in dozens of places. The 
wind is increasing in velocity and a 
close watch is being kept in the dis- 
tricts in its path. Firemen and police 
reserve forces will do night duty, aug- 
mented by the three companies of local 
miiltla.

as a municipality. 


Then it may mean additional tax levies. 
If it does mean this, the taxpayer should be convinced that he is to get an ab- 


solute and valuable something for his money, not mere experiment or kiteflying. 


But first, as to the work necessarily preliminary to City beautification. 
What about our streets and alleys? 
Fort Wayne has 207 miles of streets and less than forty-five miles of them 


paved, and some of those pavements over eighteen years old. 


Fort Wayne also has 167 miles of alleys and only three miles of these paved. 
How long it will take to bring our paved streets and alleys up to a reasonable 


standard of condition each taxpayer can figure for himself. We will supply some 
figures for his computations. 


As a starter he can note that in 1907, when pavement more than double that 


of 1908. was laid, the City laid three and a half miles of Trinidad asphalt, costing 
$149,970, or $42,850 per mile, "of which $17,979 was paid by the City out of funds 
appropriated for that purpose." 


When the pavements laid in the last eighteen years had reached a total mile- 


age of forty-three and one-fourth miles, the mayor stated in his 1907 report that 
they represented "an investment of $2,000,000 by the taxpayers and property 
owners adjacent to them." Also that "the $2,000,000 cost referred to is the first 
cost only. In addition there is the cost of maintenance and also the cost of clean- 
ing." 


These official figures show what is yet before Fort Wayne in the matter of 


paving streets and alleys. 


With, only three miles of alleys paved, is it not evident that the public health 


and safety suggest immediate attention to the alleys—the one class of thorough- 
fares that purifying sunlight has the least chance-to work upon, and the most rea- 
son to work hard and work overtime upon? . 


It will certainly not do to attempt any elaborate schemes of beautification 


with such a 'disproportion of our streets, as at present, in deplorable structural con- 
dition. 


Not only is there an immense amount of-paving yet to be done in the City, but 


there are scores of miles of streets which should be shaped up and a surface of 
macadam, gravel or other material given them. 


This is true of streets galore right in the heart of the City. While on the bor- 


ders of the City, yet within City limits, the highways arc often deplorably worse 
than in the adjacent farm regions.
